Change Name 
To Hide Race 
Discrimination | 


In order to mask prejudice against 
Negro guests the management of the 
Hotel Delano has changed the name 
of the hotel to “Hotel Center,” the 
New York State Committee of the 
Communist Party said in a state- 
ment yesterday. 

“Tt is well known that several 
months ago Dr. Bayen, special em-

Slum areas lead in tuberculosis 
and infant mortality, Health Com- 
missioner John L. Rice told the 
Authority. “In the slum areas, 
which are generally referred to as 
our sore spots, TB. is as bad as it 
was 50 years ago, while in other 
sections of the city there is a 
marked decrease,” he said. 

In Harlem, one of the city's 
worst slum areas, the tuberculosis 
mortality rate was 200 per 100,000 
as compared with a rate of 70 per 
100,000 through the rest of the city, 
Rice said
